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Our Workless Workers 


If any conclusions whatsoever can be drawn from the great 
toll of noses in the Federal Unemployment Census, it must be 
apparent that California has been breasting the tide of unem- 
ployment remarkably well. 

The findings of the special census indicate that the total 
number of unemployed lies somewhere between eight and 
eleven millions. If the figures are correct, it means that over 
12 per cent of the entire population is jobless. 

With 258,000 unemployed persons listing themselves as 
wanting work, the California percentage of jobless is 4.3 per 
cent, or almost one-third less than the national average. 

Undoubtedly the actual number of jobless is higher than 
this. But whatever the exact size of the workless workers’ 
army, it will scarcely disprove the fact that California finds it- 
self among the ranks of the more favored states in employ- 
ment. 

This is both surprising and encouraging. California is af- 
fected by factors unknown to other states. The ery of ‘‘Cali- 
fornia, Here I Come!’’ has long been echoed not only by the 
jubilant tourist and the prosperous settler, but by a goodly 
share of America’s disinherited as well. To these latter the 
state has looked like a benevolent haven of refuge. And our 
old age pensions—the most liberal in America !—will doubtless 
continue to make it a beckoning land to people elsewhere for 
years to come. 

Yet despite these factors, California has shown itself lower 
in unemployment than over half the states—good testimony, 
we believe, to the many-sided resources of the state. These 
have helped her disperse the jolt of an employment slump 
through many productive enterprises—even though the cry of 
“California, Here I Come!’’ voiced by jobless ‘2gions, may 
sometimes threaten her stride.

According to Dr. R. R. Sayers of the U. S. Public 
Health Service the lives of hundreds of babies could undoubt- 
edly be saved by the use of a helium-oxygen mixture to facili- 
tate the breathing of newly born infants. The gas has also 
shown itself to be extremely effective in preventing the 
‘‘eramps’’ and ‘‘bends’’ suffered by deep-sea divers and cais- 
son workers. 

The end of’ the helium ban is an intelligent gesture. It 
places one of America’s most remarkable and unusual products 
ito th: service of mankind and the saving of lives.

EXPEND $040,000 


Company To Make Local Im- 
provements, Carry On 


Big Program 


The Southern California Edison 
Co. plans the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $543,000, exclusive 
of taxes, in this division of | 








service territory in 1938, ac- 
cording to F. L. Allen, manager 
for the company here. Announce- 
ment of the company’s program 
for the new year was made at the 


| recent annual meeting of Edison 


officers, which Mr. Allen attend- 
ed. 5 
The Edison Company during 
1938 will be instrumental in the 
distribution of approximately 
$26,000,000 in its southern and 
central California territory for 
new construction, operation and 
maintenance and taxes and pay- 
rolls. This amcunt is exclusive 


of bond interest and other pay- 


jiments for the use of capital. 


The company has_ allocated 
funds for the completion of its 
Boulder Dam _ transmission line 
and the construction of _ other 
transmission lines and switching 
stations to bring this new source 
of electrical power into the Edi- 
son system. Approximately $3,- 
000,000 will be expended for this 
phase of th year’s development 
program, a large part of which 
will be concentrated in this di- 
vision with construction at Chi- 
no cf the Boulder dam receiving 
station. 

In the Pomona division, which | 
includes the Ontario, Covina and/| 
Pomona service districts, a total| 
of $46,000 is allocated for ser- 
vice equipment additions to - 
crease the capacity of the Upland, 
Glendora and La Verne substa- 
tions.

Our Workless Workers 


If any conclusions whatsoever can be drawn from the great 
toll of noses in the Federal Unemployment Census, it must be 
apparent that California has been breasting the tide of unem- 
ployment remarkably well. 

The findings of the special census indicate that the total 
number of unemployed lies somewhere between eight and 
eleven millions. If the figures are correct, it means that over 
12 per cent of the entire population is jobless. 

With 258,000 unemployed persons listing themselves as 
wanting work, the California percentage of jobless is 4.3 per 
cent, or almost one-third less than the national average. 

Undoubtedly the actual number of jobless is higher than 
this. But whatever the exact size of the workless workers’ 
army, it will scarcely disprove the fact that California finds it- 
self among the ranks of the more favored states in employ- 
ment. 

This is both surprising and encouraging. California is af- 
fected by factors unknown to other states. The ery of ‘‘Cali- 
fornia, Here I Come!’’ has long been echoed not only by the 
jubilant tourist and the prosperous settler, but by a goodly 
share of America’s disinherited as well. To these latter the 
state has looked like a benevolent haven of refuge. And our 
old age pensions—the most liberal in America !—will doubtless 
continue to make it a beckoning land to people elsewhere for 
years to come. 

Yet despite these factors, California has shown itself lower 
in unemployment than over half the states—good testimony, 
we believe, to the many-sided resources of the state. These 
have helped her disperse the jolt of an employment slump 
through many productive enterprises—even though the ery of 
“California, Here I Come!’’ voiced by jobless legions, may 
sometimes threaten her stride.

The Southern California Edison 
Co. plans the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $543,000, 
of its 
service territory in 1938, ac- 
cording to F. L. Allen, manager 
for the company here. Announce- 
ment of the company’s program 
for the new year was made at the 
recent annual meeting of Edison 
officers, which Mr. Allen attend- 
ed. ; 
The Edison Company during 
1938 will be instrumental in the 
distribution of approximately 
$26,000,000 in its southern and 
central California territory for 
new construction, operation and 
maintenance and taxes and pay- 
rolls. This amcunt is exclusive 
of bond interest and other pay- 
iments for the use of capital. 

The company has allocated 
funds for the completion of its 
Boulder Dam _ transmission line 
and the construction of other 
transmission lines and switching | 
stations to bring this new source 
of electrical power into the Edi- 
son system.
